260,000 trained 
men, with a second line. of 15,000 ready 
for mobilisation. There will be enrolled 
under the new system 40,000 junior cadets 
between the-ages of twelve and fourteen ; 
75,000 senior cadets between fourteen ae 
eighteen ; 37,000 cadets between eighteen an 

twenty; and a voluntary ‘militia of some 
29,000 over that age. After their training 
there will be a compulsory reserve of 30,000 
between the ages of twenty and twenty-six, 
together with a voluntary reserve of 60,000 
above twenty-six years recruited from the 
rifle clubs. This will give a strong land force, 
and the Navy which is being created will 
have a personnel of 2,300 officers and men. 
Australia should then possess ‘‘a navy fl 
to fight at sea and an army fit to fight 
land.”. Which is of course a worthy con 
tribution to Imperial Defence. But its chief 
value to us is that it shows how voluntary 
‘systems can be made the bases for effective 
forms of compulsory military training.

NTERESTING CASE AT TH 
MAGISTRACY. — 


_ . Interesting proceedings took place at the 
Magistracy before Mr. Hallifax on Nov. 5 when 
- four of the Opium Farmer's excise staff were 
charged with having assaulted two tallymen on 
board the steamer Cyclops on August 11th last. 
Mr. H. J. Gedge, of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes 
and Master, appeared in support of the summonses, 
and Mr. W. HE. L. Shenton, from the office of 
Messrs, Deacon, Looker and Deacon, appeared 
for defendants. | 
When the case was called, Mr. Shenton 
objected it to going on, and asked for a 
formal rerand. He said the position was that 
_in August last summonses were issued against. 
the complainants in this case, some in respect of 
assault and some in respect of opium which was 
confiscated. Those men were convicted and 
ordered to pay $10 each. The ship then went 
away and returned to the Colony some five days 
ago, when the complainants took ont those sum- 
monses, which were not served until five o'clock 
the previous evening. Having regard to the 
gravity of the offence—those men being excise. 
officers he must ask for time to prepare the 
case. He contended that these proceedings were 
‘merely vexatious, as the.complainants had every 
- opportunity to issue the summonses when they 
’ were last in port, but they did not doso. Now, 
at the last moment, when the ship was to leave 
within a day or two, they brought those proce- 
edings.

SHOOTING ‘AT THE NEW TA*GET. 


King’s Park Range saw ani mportant i innova- 
tion in the training of the local Volunteer force 
on Sunday morning. For the first time in 
Hongkong the bull’s-eye target was discarded, 
and the newer methods adopted at Home since 
the South African War were brought into use. 
No. 1.Coy. H.K.V.A., thanks to the energy 
and generosity of their commanding officer, 


newer and more serviceable methods. 

The members of the Company were on the 
‘range by 9 a.m. and fell in for instructions. 
After a few minutes’ explanation by Sergeant 
Wallace of the Buffs, the first four men lay down 
and the targets went up. They consisted of a 
square, the upper half of which was green 
to represent background, and the lower half- 
brown to represent earthworks. The bull’s- 
eye was replaced by a patch of brown in 
the lower part of the green half. The 
patch was shaped roughly to represent a head 
and shoulders, but was much smaller than life 
size. The targets uppeared for six seconds, 
during which the rifle had to. be brought up 
to the shoulder and a shot fired. Each man 
had five shots at thisrange. The company then 
retired to 400 yards, where a surprise was in 
store for-them, The target here consisted of 
the brown head ‘and shoulders without any back- 
ground, and was almost invisible against the 
baekground of sand. At this range the targets 
were only up for 5 seconds for each shot. The 
best scores were made by Gunner Hay and 
Sergeant-Vajor Meek with 19 and 15 points 
respectively,and these were followed by Corporal 
Loureiro and Bombardier Smith with 12 each 
and Sergeant Herbst with 11.

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--BYRE DIOCESAN REFUGE. 


An event worthy of record was signalised. |

Here the Eyre 
Dicocesan Refuge has been housed for some six 
or seven weeks, and the increasedaccommodation 
and better facilities for laundry work afforded by 
the new quarters evoked the approval of the 
visitors who went there yesterday.

'. Victoria said he had been asked on behalf of the 


committee to thank His Excellency for his kind- 
ness in placing that institution at their disposal. 
For years the work had been carried on under 
difficulties in the inadequate premises at West 
Point, and mainly asa result of the keen inter- 
est taken in the institution by Lady Lugard 
they had been able to carry on the institution 
for the last two years. When it became, neces- 
sary to remove, he approached His Excellency 


.with regard to the Belilios Reformatory, and 


the Governor kindly promised to inquire into 
the matter. He (the speaker) also interviewed 
Mr. Belilios, and the result was that that 
building had been placed at their disposal. 
In concluding he again thanked His Excellency 
for his interest in the institution, and also Lady 
Lugard who had taken a special interest in the 
Eyre Refuge. * 

His EXcEeLuency said that personally he did
